If there should happen to be a 


reader of the Review of Review* who 
does not understand exactly what is 
meant by Mr. Blapd's proposal to put 
156,000,000 into the treasury by 
"coining the seigniorage," be need 
not feel especially discouraged. There 
are members of Congress who would 
find it hard to explain clearly. 
The 


word, seigniorage has unsually been 
applied to the mere fraction of one 
per cent, charge at the mint to cover 
the expense of converting bullion into 
coin.' A' broader definition, however, 
and one that is sanctioned by the 
"Ceptury Dictionary," is as follows: 
"The difference between the cost of a 
mess of bullion and the face value of 
the pieces coined from it." Now the 
Sherman act called for the purchase 
by the government of 4,600,000 ouuuea 
of silver bullion each month at the 
current or 'market price for silver 
bullion. 
The government paid for 


the bullion in special treasury notes. 
Inasmuch as the price of silver was 
constantly .fluctuating, the volume of 
these notes issued from month to 
month was never the same, although 
such monthly issues were always based 
upon practically the same quantity of 
bullion, 
Altogether, from the time 


of ;hi passoge of the Sherman act in 
July, 7890, up to its repeal on Novem- 
ber 1, 1893, somewhat less than $154,- 
000,000 was issued in treasury notes 
in payment for a great mass of silver 
that now lies 
in the government 


vault; * « * The Sherman act made 
these notes redeemable in gold or 
nilvnr coin, And gave thn Rncrn».nry nt 
the Treasury authority at his discre- 
tion to coin the silver. But it will 
require a number of. years, working 
nil the mints at full capacity, to manu- 
facture the 209,000,000 silver dollars 
for which there is no demand.

Id! ho. They can carve tip anything In the 
Bhtpe of petrified logs that they can get 
in .'ront of their sawing machine. Even 
the ossified man ot the dime museum 
wo lid not be safe from them, and indeed, 
lati'ly, they were called on to,cut up a pet- 
rifl'.'d woman, one thatTvas*on exhibition 
in Washington. After they had bored into 
one of the damsel's lower limbs a little 
way they struck a gas pipe. .The petrifled 
lad 7 wan mad« out of Portland cement, 
and the scientist*-gave her up as a hard 
casn, which, in fact, she was.

•erera) deposits In this country, which are 
shown In the geological survey's collection 
of slides, is peridotite. This gains interest 
from th« taut that it is the associate of 
the diamond in all of the great African 
fields. IU finding by Professor Lewis of 
Philadslphla in Kentucky some years ago 
caused g«a* excitement, and there was 
•ome warm prospecting for diamonds, but 
none -was ever found. 
Its 
connection 


with tlie African diamonds came from the 
fact that when the peridotite had come to 
the BUI face In a molten condition it had 
Men forced through the clefts or fnults in 
some v^iry rich, carboniferous slate fields. 
The hot rock had crystallized the carbon 
of the slate measures into diamonds, which 
•re found scattered along a few yards on 
each side of the contact. 
What tho dia- 


mond prospectors are looking for iu this 
countrj- is a combination of peridotite and 
carboniferous slates. Whether they will 
find it or not is a question. 


One of the many searchers after artifi- 


cial diamonds lately made an important 
discovery that is being utilized by thosur- 
veyano by many manufacturing estab- 
lishments where abrasives such as emery 
and diamond dust are in use. 
The new 


•ubstance Is known as carbouundum, and 
Is the result of passing a strong current 
of electricity through a mixture of pow- 
dered atrbon and fine sand in a closed re- 
tort. 


The chemist did not get diamonds for 


WB trouble, but he may yet wear them, as 
the new compound promises to prove very 
valuably and may possibly supplant em- 
ery in many commercial uses.—Waahin"- 
ton Post.

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Silver and the Seigniorage, 
If 
there should happen to be a 


leader of tho Review of Review* who 
doei not understand «actly what in 
meant by Mr. Blapd's proposal to put 
5>55,000,000 into tbe treasury 
by 


"coining tbe seigniorage," be need 
not feel especially discouraged. There 
are members of Congress who would 
find It hard to explain clearly. 
The 


word seigniorage has unsually been 
applied to tbe mere fraction of one 
por cent, charge at the mint to cover 
tlie expense of converting bullion into 
coin.' 
A broader definition, however, 


end one that is sanctioned by the 
"Ceptury Dictionary," is as follows: 
"The difference between the cost of a 
ni«M of bullion and the face value of 
the pieces coined from it " Now the 
Sherman act called for the purchase 
by tbe government of 4,600,000 uuuiea 
of silver bullion each month at the 
current or market price for silver 
bullion. 
Tbe government 
puid for 


the bullion in special treasury notes. 
Inasmuch as the price of silver was 
constantly fluctuating, the volume of 
tJiase notes issued from month to 
month was never tbe same, although 
sucn monthly issues were always based 
Upon practically tbe same quantity of 
bullion. 
Altogether, from the time 


of tbe passoge of the Sherman act in 
July, 1890, up to its repeal on Novem 
be r 1,1893, somewhat less than $154,- 
000,000 was issued in treasury notes 
in payment for a great mass of silver 
that now lies 
in the 
government 


vault. « « * 
The Sherman act made 


these notes redeemable in gold or 
ailv»r coin, end gave thn Rncrntnry «f 
the Treasury authority at his discre- 
tion to coin the silver. 
But it will 


require a number of. years, working 
all the mints at full capacity, to manu- 
facture tbe 209,000,000 silver dollars 
for which there is no demand. 
Mr 


Biand'a idea is to expand the circulat- 
tog paper currency represented by this 
muss of silver from tbe outstanding 
Issue of treasury notes to an amount 
$55,00d,0'00 greater, by treating tlie 
whole of it as if it were a deposit of 
coined silver dollars, for each of which 
a corresponding paper dollar should 
be §ent out. 
If this measure should 


become a law, its effect would be to 
put |55,000,000 into the treasury of 
tbe government to help the Secretary 
out of the difficulties occasioned by 
the serious deficiencies in the current 
revenue. 
But, inasmuch as the con- 


tinued depreciation of silver hos made 
the mass brought under the Sherman 
act wdrtb in the market to-day con 
sidcrably less even than the $154,- 
000,000 of treasury notes, it is plain 
that the issue of additional notes as 
against the seigniorage so-called would 
be no better than an out-and-out issue 
of fiat money. 
In fact, as between 


this proposition and that of the Green 
backers, who have always consistently 
dein»nded the unambiguous issue of 
treasury notes secured by nothing but 
the credit of tbe nation, tbe latter 
metbod would seem preferable More- 
over, the proposieion helps the silver 
roiuiog industry in no manner, directly 
ot indirectly. It is a make-shift, tliut 
has little to commend it and that is 
obj< etionable upon many grounds —

saber Bootbed tigers had made their up 
peara ice in th* fastnesses of the Kock, 
mountains, and even fmtber back than 
local traditions are carried in Alexandria 
Thee/cadi were practically an unknown 
quantity. The Jot sent it was, in fact, the 
greatest collection that had ever been gath- 
ered, Home small specimens having been 
secured by the British museum, but noth- 
ing to compare with the giant 900 poune' 
one tLat IB now at the National museum 
One of the small ones, -weighing 85 or 40 
pounds, was gent up to the survey to have 
gome nections made for microscopic exam- 
ination It looked very much like a cocoa- 
nut with the husk on and was out up 
almos ai easily as though It had never 
been petrified 


The band saw used in the work la noth- 


ing more than an endless steel wiro be 
tw«en an aighth and a sixteenth of an inch 
thick, running at a very high rate of speed 
ov« two good siied flywhwls.

wir« sitw In the survey it has been copied 
by a number of laboratories and lapidary 
aatabbahmenta all ovar the country. 
Besiaea me now mere are • numoer or 


grinding machines, smooth iron plates re- 
volving like gilndstones flat side up and 
flooded with water and emery 
On these 


platen lections of stone for microscopical 
examination can bn ground a thousandth 
of an inch or less in thickness, so ns to be 
perfectly translucent under strong light 
Thw« iiecfions are usually not larger than 
• 10 cent piece, bat in examining tbe cy- 
cad a irflction was wanted big enough to 
•how the plan of oell growth, and a slab 
was cut almost as large as a man's hand 
Thla, like all of the stone specimens, after 
baring oue side ground perfectly flat, was 
transferred to a glass plate, to which it 
wa» fastened with Canada balsam 
It 


ia a very beautiful specimen, showing ID 
prismatic colors the lines of cell partitions 
and anuular layers like the rings of a tree 
trunk. 


The lapidary establishment is one of 


the moit essential aids that thegeological 
•urvey has in working up the geology of 
theoouatry 
Many of the rocks that are 


m« wll bin the field cannot be distinguish- 
ed from each other, except by laboratory 
examination, and aa the nature of the 
rocka filling tbe different sections of the 
countr} has to be ascertained in working 
up it* geological history the specimens, 
carefully labeled, have to be sent back to 
the d«purtment la Washington for study 
and cla isification. 


Thret methods are used in the identifi- 


cation of the close grained metamorpnic 
rock* that cannot be recognized on casual 
examln ition—by measuring the number 
and angles of the crystals, by chemical 
analysis to get at the chemical conntltu- 
ents of the rock, and by microscopic ex- 
amination, when, in the thin sections, the 
crystalline structure oaa be aaen and the 
chemical oonstituenta recognized by the 
aid of polarized light. Some of tbe thin 
•tone at tions mounted on glass slides are 
very beiiutiful In coloring and crystalline 
arrangement, and others are simply curi- 
ous. Oaeof the most remarkable is one 
of the -are minerals, dumontite, which 
has lately been discovered in Arizona, and 
is what IB known as pleochrolc 


Wheniiewed under the microscope, it 


•eemi to be made up of detached crystal* 
ot deep blue. \Vh«n, however, th» slide la 
turned wound at a diflernnt angle, some 
ol the blae crystals disappear and others ' 
spring into view 


One o' the minerals, of which there are 


several depo«lt« In this country, which are 
shown in the geological survey's collection 
of slides, is pendotite This gains interest 
from th» fact that It is the associate of 
the diamond In all of the great African 
fields 
^ta finding by Professor Lewis of 


Philadelphia in Kentucky some years ago 
caused i;«at excitement, and there was 
•ome warm prospecting for diamonds, but 
none w<» ever found 
Its connection 


with the African diamonds came from the 
fact that when the pendotite had come to 
thesurfrce In a molten condition it had 
b«en forced through the clefts or faults in 
aom* very rich carboniferous slate fields. 
The hot -ock had crystallized the carbon 
of the slate measures into diamonds, -which 
are founil scattered along a few yards ou 
each sid4 of the contact 
What the dia- 


mond pi ospectors are looking for in this 
country la a combination of pendotite and 
carboniftrous slates. Whether they will 
find it or not Is a question. 


One of the many searchers after artifi- 


cial diamonds lately made an impottant 
discovery that is being utilized by the sur- 
vey and by many manufacturing estab- 
lishments where abrasives such as emery 
and dial lond dust are in use. The new 
•ubstanoi is known as carbonundum, and 
Is the reunlt of passing a strong current 
of electri, ity through a mixture of pow- 
dered carbon and flue sand in a closed re- 
tort. 


The chrmiit did not get diamonds for 


bla troub e, but he may yet wear them, as 
the new compound promises to prove very 
Taluabla and may possibly supplant em 
ery in many commercial uses.—Wushm" 
ton Post.
